The motion to be offered city council 
by Alderman Lawson that all gravelled 
streets and roads in the city should be 
oiled during the summer months will en- 
joy the support of practically every citi- 
zen and should have the endorsation of 
council. 

The choking dust of Edmonton's sum- 
mer, like the clinging mud of Edmonton's 
spring, is a public disgrace. 

It destroys furniture, ruins tempers, 

deteriorates machinery, menaces health 
and drives the profitable tourist trade 
away. 
No estimate, so far as we know, has 
been made of the damage done by dust in 
Edmonton in a single year, But it un- 
doubtedly runs into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and it may run into 
the millions, 

The final and complete answer to the 
dust problem is the paving of every street, 
lane and sidewalk in the city. 

This is proceeding as rapidly as pog- 
sible. 

In the meanwhile, the present method 
of alleviating the dust menace by oil is un- 
satisfactory and ineffective, 


Oil does lay dust. 
But when oiling is done in isolated two, 


Streets 


three or four block patches, its effective. 
ness is minimized. ; 

It can only be effective when it is uni- 
versal, 

The present method of street oiling is 
accomplished on a local improvement basis. 
That is to say, householders petition the 
city to oil their stretch of street and un- 
dertake to pay nine cents a foot front for 
two years. 

But while this is obviously cheap, what 
sense is there in a householder on 113 
street (for example) signing such a peti- 
tion and undertaking to pay any charge at 
all when householders on 114 street( for 
example) refuse to sign a similar petition 
and when the 114 street dust plagues the 
people of 113 street fully as much as their 
own would do? 

On the other hand, why should the good 
people of 113 street pay the_cost of keep- 
ing dust out of the homes of people on 
112 street? 

This local improvement system of 
street oiling is rope g A unfair, uneco- 
nomical, inequitable and ineffective. 

The proposal to oil all gravelled streets 
and charge it up to the entire city is the 
only sensible one because everybody bene- 
fits equally from the operation, 


Property Qualifications Archaic 


The Chamber of Commerce is eminent- 
ly right when it says that candidates for 
eivic office should have a previous resi- 
dence in Edmonton of one year. 

It is eminently wrong when it says 
such candidates should have property 
qualifications of at least $1,000. 

There is a definite relationship between 
a man’s familiarity with Edmonton and his 
suitability for public office. 

There is no relationship at all between 
his ability to serve the public and his 
realty holdings, 

Once upon a time only those who owned 
their own homes were considered sound 
and substantial citizens, Property quali- 


fications for public office were devised in 
those days as a medms of keeping float- 
ers and ne’er-do-wells out of civic posts. 
Today thousands of Edmonton people 
are sound, substantial and permanent 
citizens without owning a foot of property. 
In many cases they have found it uneco- 
nomic to own property and frequently 
they contribute more to city funds, 
through rent, than home owners them- 
selves, 
In this age when the increasing size 
of cities makes apartment-dwelling a fre- 
uent necessity, property qualifications 
or holding civic office or for voting on 
financial matters are utterly archaic, un- 
fair and senseless, 


Trucks Should Obey Traffic Law 


In the past month at least 50 queries 
have been addressed to this office asking 
why the parking law is not enforced 
against trucks as strictly as it is against 
private automobiles, 

We have no idea how to answer this 
question. So we refer it, urgently, to 
council and the commissioners and to the 
heads of the police department. 

Certainly the justification for these 
complaints is obvious. 

Delivery trucks park regularly, and 
with apparent immunity, in bus stops, 

They park alonside fire hydrants. 


They park double. 

They park in such a manner as to in- 
terfere with persons who wish to board 
street cars. 

In fact, they park in every possible 
forbidden place. 

Is there any provision in tHe traffic 
regulations according commercial trucks 
special privileges? 

Are they, in any respect, beyond the 
traffic law? 

Several thousands of Edmonton citi- 
zens would like to know the answers. 

Would the council, the commissioners 
and the police department please oblige?

Sanctions Could 
Mean War 


The reason so many national 
delegations have to be coaxed 
along to that hard decision is the 
first and basic trouble.

Present developments so far 
show a mass unwillingness to do 
anything that would increase 
existing risks, 

Indeed two factions are taking 
on hard outline here. The one 
favors getting tough whatever the 
risk; the other favors risking 
nothing, although paradoxically 
enough, the ultimate risk of such 
a course may be graver. 

In this dilemma the best hope 
for collective action lies with a 
middle group in which the Cana- 
dians ate prominent. 

That group cannot be accused 
of undue oplimism. Their pre- 
vailing feeling is that further 
peace overtures to Peking, how- 
«ver couched, will produce small 
result, 


Record Clear 
And Complete 


What they do insist upon, how- 
ever, is that the record must be 
complete and clear. It must show 
that everything was done con- 
sistent with human patience and 
with what shreds of dignity gov- 
ernments have retained to bring 
conflict to an end. If the record 
shows that everything was done 
and that all attempts failed, then 
tough talk and action will be 
unavoidable

Enlightens 
Public 


Editor, Bulletin—Since I am a 
subscriber pf your newspaper for 
quite some time I always get a 
great kick out of your editor's 
column, and I fee! it is time I 
enlightened the public to some 
extent on certain things regard- 
ing the Edmonton Transit Sys- 
tem. As everyone knows, the 
public is a very hard taskmaster, 
and being an ex-bus driver I am 
sure I know what I am talking 
about, 

The first thing on my mind is 
something your paper has advo- 
cated for some time, and that is 
some sort of sign, or number so 
as to know which bus the public 
want to get to their destination, 
I know, in the summer months 
it is quite easy to read the upper 
signs or the side signs on the 
trolley coaches, but in winter 
when the signs are covered with 
frost it is next to impossible to 
read these signs which means 
the public have to waste the time 
of the operator, asking if the 
bus is going this way or that. The 
traffic in our fair city is getting 
heavier and heavier, and our bus 
schedules are getting faster and 
faster, what with our one main 
street bottleneck it is extremely 
difficult for the operators to keep 
on their schedule, If the public 
would just remember that, during 
the rush hours, buses are 3 or 
4 minutes apart, and if all buses 
can leave 101 street and Jasper 
on their scheduled departure no 
tie-up will be experienced. But 
naturally everyone wants to get 
home at once, 

But to get back to the destina- 
tion signs, The ETS has for 
some time now, installed numbers 
on all their buses (except Bon- 
nie Doon) for instance. The Low 
Level route buses have a No. 6 
plainly displayed on the front and 
rear of the bus. The 95th street 
bus has a No, 5 plainly displayed 
in the same place. The Jasper 
Place or Special bus has a No. 7 
on front and back, and lastly, 
the Highlands bus has a No, 2 on 
the front and back of it, so you 
see my dear public you should 
be familiar with the number of 
your bus route and you will save 
yourself a lot of time and worry 
the next time you are running for 
a bus. The street cars have no 
number displayed, but they are 
all numbered, as far as the office 
is concerned as Route No, 1 


Another point I would like to 
bring up deals with mothers and 
their two, three or four-year-old 
babies, I cannot understand why 
in the name of all that stands 
for fairness, or cleanliness (it is 
the only way I can express it), 
should a mother, who has let 
her little darling walk on our 
streets, getting his or her feet 
all dirty with snow of what have 
you, board one of the city vehicles 
and let the child walk all over 
the seat, getting it wet and dirty 
That is bad enough, but to feel 
insulted if the driver asks her 
to remove the child!

and what kind of a home they 
keep 

I may as well get it all off my 
chest while I am in the mood, so 
here is another thing I would 
like to show to the public, where- 


by they can better themselves 
and get better service. I have 
seen th happen time and time 
again, It deals with the person 
who is running to catch a bus or 
street car. Nine times out of ten 
during the winter months, especi 


ally, it is very hard to keep the

Your Hide Is Tough 
But Treat With Care 


There ought to be a “Be kind 
to your skin week.” There is al- 
most every other kind of a special 
health week, but no one ever 
seems to stop and think what a 
tremendous amount of punish- 
ment the skin 
takes, First of 
all there is s0 
much of it, It 
gets exposed to 
cold and hot air, 
to too much sun 
or not enough, 
It is constantly 
in contact with 
germs which . 
would'be danger- Dr. Jordan 
ous if the skin let them inside, 

Not satisfied with normal haz 
ards which cannot be avoided we 
use soap clothing which contains 
dyes, and some of us put on rouge 
and powder which any self-re- 
specting skin would be likely to 
resent 

With all the abuse of the skin 
that goes on what is surprising 
is that all of us aren't itching or 
broken out with some rash most 
of the time, 

The skin is pretty tough but it 
shouldn't be treated as badly as it 
is. It helps to keep the skin rea- 
sonably clean by bathing often 
enough and using a mild soap or 
one of the cleansing detengents. 


But in winter, and in people 
with dry skins, bathing gheuld not 
be as frequent. A simple cold 
cream may help to combat the 
dryness. 


Right Clothes 
Important 


It is also important to choose 
the right clothes for the occasion. 
I mean fabrics and weights, not 
color or style. Too heavy clothing 
in hot weather, for example, pre- 
vents the sweat glands from cool- 
ing the body as they are supposed 
to do. In children especially this 
can bring on a heat rash 

But the skin gets its hardest 
test because of the many chemi- 
cals with which it comes in con- 
tact. In industry this has develop- 
ed into such a problem that the 
united effort of physicians, em- 
ployers, and employes has been 
necessary 

We are lucky to have such a 
satisfactory outer covering, Most 
of the time i serves us remark- 
ably well, but it does get injured, 
bitten by insects, irritated by 
chemicals, and there are a number 
Of skin diseases, both of known 
and unknown cause, which atlack 
some of us from time to time. A 
few of these skin difficulties will 
be discussed in other columns this 
week, 


Getting ready for a big trip is 
by no means all fun, That is 
especially true when you are go- 
ing out to faraway countries.

Ancient Man’s Camp 
Found In Alaska 


An early bivouac of ancient 
man on the trail from the Alaskan 
coast to the interior of the North 
American Continent has been 
discovered by a United States 
Geological Survey worker 

A considerable collection of 
artifacts dating from the end of 
the latest ice age has been turned 
over to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion’s Bureau of American Eth- 
nology by the discoverer, Robert 
J. Hackman, 

The find is considered, one of 
the most significant yet made in 
North American archeology 

The artifacts among which 
is a fragment of a Folsom point, 
a type of spearhead which is the 
earliest known human remain on 
this continent—were found by Mr. 
Hackman near the northern en- 
trance of Anaktuvuk Pass through 
the Brooks Range, which runs 
essentially parallel to the Arctic 
coast. 

They were found under about 
10 inches of soil in a moraine 
left by a retreating glacier at the 
edge of a lake. 

All these chipped-stone frag- 
ments are quite similar in de- 
sign to the so-called Cape Den- 
bigh flint culture 
about 2 years ago by Dr. J. L 
Giddings, of the University of 
Pennsylvania 

These were found buried 7 feet 
deep on Cape Denbigh at the 
head of Norton Sound and may 
be considered the first human 
artifacts in the New World 

It is now generally admitted 
that the first Americans, ancestors 
of the Indians, came from Siberia 
sometime towards the close of 
the last ice age, and the Norton 
Sound area would have been con- 
settle-
